(Hi) Ordinarily coal will not be transported beyond 20 kms in respect of non-core sector. In case of core 
secior:consumers, where coat is transported for more than 20 kms to the loading points, transport charges will be 
^§sabte on actual basis, to be borne by the purchaser. The core sector for this purpose would include Steel, Loco, 
Cement, Power (Utilities), Power (Captive) and Fertilisers'’.
